CONVICT ALLEN 


Will Not Testify Against Holmes 


in a Criminal Suit. 


He Will, However, Unravel the Fort 


Worth Swindle if Pardoned. 


WEDNESDAY'S GAMES. 


Allen Assorts that Minnie Wlllinmg is Alive 


and Well—Ho Doiile* that Ho IB Hutch 


—Quininn IMukos an Important Ad- 


uula&lou to Chief Uudonoch. 


LITTLE PvOCK, Ark., Aug. 1.—Convict 


Allen, in the state penitentiary here 
now figuring- so prominently in the 
lolmes ease, was seen by your cor- 
respondent Wednesday and questioned 
closely as to his roal identity. 


When shown a 
Chicago dispatch 


stating that ho and Hatch were one' 
md tho same ho said: "Now, I pos- 
tivoly refuse to talk, but will state 
that my n,amo is not. Hatch, and that J 
never at any time passed under that 
ilias. My real name is Caldwell, but 1 
uivo passed under the aliases of Allen 
ind Fogg, and was known in Fort 
Worth as Mascot." 


When reminded that ho claimed to 


<now all abo\it tho Fort Worth opera- 
tions of Ilolmos and that Hatch was 
prominent in thorn and asked to tell 
vho Hatch was, ho became confused 
ind said that ho thought Holmes had 


carpenter working there by that 


name, who had a scar or mark on his 


ight cheek. 
"I can unravel the Fort Worth swin- 


dle," said he, "if I am pardoned for it, 
ind can show that Minnie, Williams 
vas not murdered. I hoard from her 


few months ago and she is -afraid lo 


come to this country," 


When reminded that a turning of 


state's evidence by Quinlau might send 
urn to tho gallows, ho said, with some 
excitement: "Quinlau shall never bo 
illowod to hang Ilolmos or anybody 
connected with him. Of the two men 
Jolmos is much more a gentleman." 


Allen said further that ho would not 


,estify agaiust Holmes in a criminal 
suit, because Holmes always treated 
urn well. 


Notwithstanding his denials it is be- 


iovod hero that Allen and Hatch are 
;ho same persons, 
Relative to a par- 


Ion for Allen, Gov. Clarke said: "If I 
im convinced that Allen can convict 
lolmes of murder, who is guilty and 
vould otherwise 
go unpunished, I 


vould bo inclined to pardon him, if 
•oquestcd to do so by tho proper au- 
.horitios." 


CHICAGO, Aug 1.—Chief 
Badenoch 


confided to a friend Wednesday night 
that tho principal admission of Quin- 
an Wednesday was in reference to 
Mien, now in jail in Arkansas, Allen, 
who has boon known as Hatch, Mas- 
ott and several other aliases, Quiulan 
says was not only a friend of Holmes 
jut was going into business on his own 
look. Quinlau also admits that ho was 
uired by Allen to do a job for Allen in 
Fort Worth, Tex. The testimony of 
Quinlan Wednesday is considered im- 
portant in that it verifies the state- 
ment that Allen was connected with 
Holmes. 


Chief Badenoch 
said 
Wednesday 


evening that he believed Holmes had 
corrupted Quinlan, as the latter was 
known as an honest man when the 
fiend first got hold of him. Quiulan 
worked for Holmes as a laboring man 
at S2 a day, but ho never did any labor 
and acted more as a confidential agent. 
This is tho only real ground for belief 
that ho knew that his employer was 
doing murder. It has been daily ex- 
pected that Quinlan would make a con- 
fession that would implicate both him- 
self and wife, and Wednesday it was 
believed the time had come, but it is 
now certain that whatever the man 
may have said to implicate others, he 
has" not owned up to murder himself. 


A sample of tho oil found in the cel- 


lar has been submitted to the city 
chemist, and it is found that the t'umes 
from it in a closed vault would suft'o- 
cato a person in less than a minute. 
The oil will be analyzed Thursday. 
The theory is now that the oil was 
used by Holmes in murdering his vic- 
tim. 


Despite Quinlan's denial it can be 


proved he went to Fort Worth with 
Holmes, Piet/.ul and Hatch, and that 
he was in the Fort Worth bank with 
Hatch when the bank loaned 515,000 
on tho Williams property, which had 
been transferred to Pictzel under the 
name of D. H. Lyman, 
Quinlan ad- 


mitted he was in Fort Worth with 
Holmes and IMotzel in a talk with At 
torney Win. Caps last Saturday. 
He 


said at tho time he had nothing to do 
with tho forgery.
